Analysis of rejjm'ts. 

Group /, general diMo^es. — There were 79 deaths. Of these 36 were 
due to tuberculosis of the lungs and 6 to other forms of tuberculosis, 
bringing up the total from this disease to 42 deaths. 

There were 16 deaths from malaria. These have increased steadily. 
There were 13 deaths from cancer; tuberculosis, 42; malaria, 16; 
other causes, 8; group total, 79.

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Group II, nervovs diseases. — Meningitis caused 4 deaths; tetanus, 6; 
other causes, 4; group total, 14. Of the deaths from tetanus, 5 were 
infants. 

— Organic heart disease caused 15 
deaths; other causes, 6; group total, 21. 

Group IV, respiratory diseases. — Pneumonia caused 10 deaths; 
other causes, 4; group total, 14. 

Group V, digestive diseases. — Diarrhea and enteritis, under 2 years, 
11 deaths; diarrhea and enteritis, chronic, 5; diarrhea and enteritis, 2 
years and over, 2; total, 18; liver diseases, 5; hernias, 5; group total, 
28. Of the liver diseases, 4 were caused hj cirrhosis.
